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U.S. Will Cooperate 
With Western Europe 


AmericaBacks 
New Military 
Command 


Washington, Sept. 29—(AP) 
American officials today fore- 
rast the closest possible coop- 
eration with the newly formed 
military command of the west- 
ern European union. They said, 
however, thot it would be 
months before this country 
:ould enter any formal alliance 
in support of western Europe. 


Authorities 
said 
privately 
fhat the new command set-up 
appears to be a long step for- 
ward in the program of Bri- 
tain, 
France, 
Belgium, The 
Netherlands and Luxembourg 
to pool their military resources 
in preparation for a - s k i n g 
American assistance. 
In' Une With U. S. Advice 


Their action is in line with ad- 
vice they have received from the 
American government: the dispatch 
of United States arms 
and Amer- 
ican backing for their greater secur- 
ity must be based on their proven 
willingness to do everything they 
can to help each other. 


Meanwhile, however, both western 
Europe and the United States must 
deal with immediate military prob- 
lems created by the grinding, day- 
in, day-out conflict with Russia 


It is in this connection that de 
tailed cooperation is foreseen here 
between the new unified command 
of the five western European coun 
tries and the 
American high com- 
mand. Presumably this short range 
cooperation will cover the full scale 
of possible actions to be 
taken in 
event of war 
between Russia and 
the west—a development which top 
officials here presently consider im- 
probable. 
Staff Headed By Kibler 


The agency for cooperation al- 
ready exists. 
Officials said it lies 
in the "observer" staff which 
the 
American high 
command 
several 
months ago assigned to the defense 
committee of the western European 
union. 
The staff 
is 
headed by 
Major General A. Franklin Kibler. 


Undersecretary of 
State Lovett 
told a news conference today that 
Gen. Kibler would inform this gov- 
ernment fully of the work of the 
western European defense ministers 
by whose agreement the new com- 
mand organization was brought in- 
to being yesterday. Lovett describ- 
ed the American representative 
at 
the defense minister's meeting as an 
"observer." 


Other informants said he actually 
is much more than that. They de- 
scribed him as a non-member par- 
ticipant in defense discussions and 
the implication is that his role is a 
very influential one. 


The United States, however, can- 
not offer the western union any ac- 
tual military support unless 
and 
until congress authorizes it. 


Justice Department Won't 
Prosecute Alleged Spys 


Washington, Sept. 29 —(IP)— The 
nation's atomic plants were barred 
today to labor unions with leaders 
suspected of communist tie-ups. 


The order came from the Atomic 
Energy Commission, coinciding with 
these other developments: 


1. The Department oi Justice told 
the House un-American 
activities 
committee it won't engage in "witch 
hunts" or institute prosecutions "to 
justify the publicity seekers." The 
committee has accused the depart- 
ment of failing to prosecute atomic 
espionage suspects. 


2. Rep. J. Parnell Thomas (R-NJ) 
chairman of that committee, made 
public a letter to Présidant Truman 
declaring that "you and your attor- 
ney general have attempted to ob- 
struct and thwart our pursuit of 
the facts." He challenged Mr. Tru- 
man to back up his recent criticism 
of the committee with facts. 


3. Two more high ranking officials 
of the CIO United Electrical Work- 
ers refused to tell a House labor sub- 


Develops Jet 
Engine Which Will 
Supercede Others 


Cleveland, Sept. 29—(/P)—Jet en- 
gines which may produce five times 
the power of types now in use are 
being developed by the National Ad- 
visory Committee for Aeronautics at 
its Lewis flight propulsion labora- 
tory here. 


This was disclosed today in a dis- 
cussion of research projects during 
the annual inspection by military 
visitors. 


It would mean that aircraft en- 
gines with 25,000 pounds of thrust 
in a single unit would be developed. 
That thrust would equal 50,000 to 
100,000 
horsepower 
in 
effective 
"push" with the aircraft flying at 
700 to 1,000 miles an hour. 


The most powerful jet engine at 
normal rating today is the General 
Electric J-47 used to set a world 
speed record of 671 MPH in an P86 
plane. The J-47 rates normally at 
5,000 pounds of thrust, but the ef 
fective force increases with 
the 
speed. More powerful turbo-jet en 
gines are being readied for use, but 
have not yet been announced.

Senate Probes

Of Nazi Criminals 


Washington, Sept. 29—(£")—Senate 
investigators 
sought 
"the 
whole 
story" today on the easing of pun- 
ishment meted out to at least 13 
Germans in the Buchenwald horror 
camp case. 


A Senate investigating committee 
was reported to have asked the army 
particularly why prison terms were 
reduced for "four or five big shots'" 
convicted of crimes against human- 
ity at Buchenwald. 


The so-called "big shots" are in 
addition to Mrs. Use Koch, widow 
of the prison commandant, whose 
commutation of sentence from life 
to four years imprisonment drew 
angry protests. 


Mrs. Koch is eligible for parole 
next year. Among other things, she 
was accused of making lampshades 
and wall placqtffes from the skin of 
human victims. 


William Denson, who prosecuted 
the Buchenwald cases, termed the 
cutting of Mrs. Koch's sertence "a 
shocking travesty on justice." 


Senate' investigators said 12 other 
Buchenwald defendants were known 
to have received a reduction of their 
sentences.

Term Ban Of Negro 
From University

Oklahoma City, Sept. 29 — (IP) — 
Barring of a Negro graduate student 
from the University of Oklahoma 
was held unconstitutional today. 


A three-judge federal court did 
not order his immediate admission, 
however. 


Instead, it gave the state time to 
amend Its segregation laws to permit 
all Negroes to enroll for courses not 
available in separate schools. 


Governor Roy J. Turner promised 
the court in a letter this will be 
done. 


The court did not rule the stated 
segregation laws unconstitutional in 
their entirety. 
Oklahoma provides 
some college courses in a segregated 
Negro school and these were not af- 
fected by today's ruling. The state 
does not now provide graduate work 
in this school. 


The Negro graduate student who 
appealed to the court is G. W. Mc- 
Laurin. 


Bankers Claim 
U. S. Spending 
Causes Inflation 


Detroit, Sept. 29 — (IP) — The na- 
tion's commercial bankers decided 
after a four-day session today that 
they have had little to do with caus- 
ing inflation. 


Government spending, they claim- 
ed, has been the major cuase of 
high prices. 
Bankers, though, are 
willing and anxious to do what they 
can to stop inflationary trends. 


They elected a new president And 
heard one of the nation's 
best- 
known economists tell them 
that 
good times are here for a little time 
at least. 


They heard a top-level insurance 
man fire with both barrels at their 
lending policies—and did not offer 
an official reply.

Chicago, Sept. 29—(JF)—'The na- 
tion's traffic death toll in August 
was |,000, down two per cent from 
August, 1947, the National Safety 
Council reported today. 


During the first eight months of 
1948, 19,390 persons were killed in 
traffic accidents, the council said. 
This is a three per cent drop from 
the comparable period of 1947. 


Ned H. Dearborn, council presi- 
dent, called the decline "definitely 
encouraging" since travel has been 
much heavier this year. 


Birmingham, Ala., was the largest 
city without a traffic fatality in 
Aifgust. 
The second largest was 
Jacksonville, Fla., apd . the 
third 
largest, Hartford, Conn. 


Among 101 reporting cities without 
a fatality for the first eight months 
of 1948, Medford, Mass., was the 
largest; Decatur, 111. Second, and 
New Rochelle, N.Y., third. 


Fortune Magazine 
Says Dewey Leads 
Truman In Poll 


New York, Sept. 29—(fl>)—Fortune 
magazine, in its last 
pre-election 
survey, said today Gov. Thomas E. 
Dewey is leading President Truman 
by the "almost unbeatable margin 
of 44 percent to 31 percent." 


The findings of the poll, conduct- 
ed by Elmo Roper, "merely reinforce 
and confirm the results of the four 
preceding public-opinion polls con- 
ducted between April and August of 
this year," the magazine said. 


"All pf them indicated that in the 
election to come Mr. Dewey will pile 
up a popular majority onhr slightly 
less than accorded Mr. Rrosevelt in 
1936 when he swept 
the 
boards 
against Alf Landon." 


Fortune said the figures now are 
so decisive it plans no further de- 
tailed reports on the change of opin- 
ion about the presidential campaign 
'unless some development of out- 
standing importance occurs." 


St. Louis, Sept. 29—(IP)—Secretary 
of the Army Kenneth C. Royall de- 
clared tonight that war—in his opin- 
ion—is not imminent. 


"But," he added, "we must realize 
that the determination of war is not 
in our hands but in the hands of a 
few despotic and powerful men. And 
it is the timing only, and not the 
ultimate purpose of these men that 
is uncertain." 


In a speech prepared for delivery 
at a banquet of the national guard 
association's a n n u a l 
conference, 
Royall said the Communists have 
declared time and time again that 
their objective is to establish a world 
empire of Soviet-dominated 
gov- 
ernments. 


"We know," Royall went on, "that 
the Soviets maintain more than four 
million men under arms and support 
a military establishment that would 
cost America $35,000,000,000 a year. 
And with no threat of aggression 
against Russia and no strong nation 
on its borders we know that this 
force is being maintained for some 
future purpose other than defense."

1. Will taxes be higher if the 
School Survey committee plan is 
accepted? 


The law puts a specific tax ceiling 
upon this type of district, without 
referendum, of $1.00 for. educational 
purposes and $.25 for building. If 
your combined high school or non- 
high school tax (which ever the case 
may be) plus your common school 
tax is less than $1.25, then your 
school tax might be increased to 
about that amount. It cannot be 
more than that without referendum. 
If your tax is higher than that, as 
in the case of Jacksonville which 
has just levied $1.515, then your 
taxes will be lower. 


2. Will the taxes at this rate be 
sufficient to maintain 
the 
high 
standards which have been reached 
in some of the schools of the county? 


Yes. The Survey committee con- 
fidently believes that the large tax 
base which such a district would 
have, approximately eighty million 
dollars, would support the school 
system in such a unit district at the 
tax rate prescribed by law.

Economist Expects 
Profits For Those 
Who Hold Beans 


With the soybean harvest In full 
swing in Illinois, farmers are faced 
with 
the 
perennial 
problem 
of 
whether to sell beans at harvest 
time or to hold them for a higher 
price, says L. H. Simerl of the De- 
partment of Agricultural Economics, 
University of Illinois, in his weekly 
market outlook letter. 


"The price Is much lower than last 
year and lower than many farmers 
think justified. Our studies here at 
the College of Agriculture show that 
it has paid to store beans in most 
previous years. 
Sees Price Boost 


'This year may be an exception 
but L. J. Norton thinks not. 
That 
prophetic professor and- practical 
farmer has decided to hold his beans. 
He believes there is a good chance 
fot the price of soybeans to advance 
after harvest time," Mr. Simerl says 


The current price of soybeans has 
been depressed by several factors, he 
continues: The supply Is larger than 
it was last year. 
The 
increase 
amounts to 14 per cent. 


But the size of the crop Is not the 
Important 
factor, 
he 
maintains. 
Rather the demand for soybean pro- 
ducts has dropped sharply. 
More Competing Prod acts 


"The soybean is a small capsule 
containing a * highly 
concentrated 
mixture of two very valuable ma- 
terials. 
One of these materials is 
soybean oil; the other protein. Both 
products sell in highly competitive 
markets where there are many alt- 
ernative products." 


The price of oil Is affected by the 
supplies and prices of cottonseed oil, 
lard and butter. The large crop of 
cotton now being harvested means 
more cottonseed oil. With more and 
cheaper corn, farmers will be making 
heavier hogs and more lard. Cheaper 
feed will also tend to Increase the 
production of butter, the economist 
asserts. 


With corn and other feed grains 
much more abundant and cheaper 
than they were a year ago, Intelli- 
gent fanners will not pay big prices 
for soybean meal or mixed feeds as 
they did during the past year, he 
believes. 
S t e a f e B i f Factor 


"Market prices are now depressed 
by the shortage of available storage 
space off items," Simerl believes. 
"On the other hand the demand for 
soybeans might increase consider- 
ably If present government restric- 
tions againfct the export of soybeans 
are lifted or modified. Another pos- 
sibility Is that the yield of soybeans 
may be somewhat smaller than is 
now expected by processors and 
dealers. 


"In any event, the risk of loss 
from storing beans can be limited 
to a few cents a bushel by recourse 
to the government price support pro- 
gram," Simerl concludes.
